Another jjreat Kentuckian passed 
away when Hon. John G. Carlisle 
died in New York last Sunday. lie 
I had been in failing health for about a 
year and it was generally known that 
his great career was fast coming to a 
close. lie had practiced law in N. Y. 
since 1897 Prior to that time be was 
one of the mjst active and useful 
figures in SUteand NatfoBal puliUcs 
His political caaeer befoa ia the Ken- 
tucky T i ffgial a law ia 185ft. when be 
wasaaseafAeraffthahoBse of Bepre- 
senlatlaea. Be waa afterward Sute 
Senator aad pMiaeBt in all the dem- 
ocratic eoaveatioBaaa loFg as he re- 
sided ia Keatadiy. He was Lieuten- 
ant GoTomor ut Kentucky and was 
afterwards elected to Congress, where 
he served as speaker of the House dur- 
ing the 48th, 49th and 50lh Congresses. 
In 1890 he was elected to the Senate 
to fill the unexpired term of Hon. 
James B.Bsck. Mr. Carlisle served 
faithfully and well as Senator and on 
account of his great ability. Presi- 
dent Cleveland selected him as a mem- 
ber of his cabinet and made him Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. During the 
various presiiential adminiatnMeaa, 
different cabinet po6ii.ione hava been 
deemed the most important, bBt dar- 
ing the last adasiaistlSitioB ef Pccai- 
dent Ci Bwla B dth e aaeietaryahip held 
bvfarthaasMtterrlhiepaBie that it 
has eversipsiiBauuJ aad f nancfal dls. 
aster— aWa h s t . During this try- 
ing tiaw Xr. Owtisie displayed his 
greatest baaiBesB judgment and state- 
mansblp and maintained the financial 
nonor and integilty of the great na- 
tion, wbicb he so faithfully served. 

His memory will live in history as 
one of Kentucky's greatest sons and 
one of tbo natloB^ giaaftsat atates- 
man.
